JANNEY COMMITTED SUICIDE 


Shot Himself in Ames’s Quarters— 
‘Gen, Potts Denounced Verdict. of 
Court-Martial That Tried Ames. 


SACRAMENTO, June 28.—Col, Robert 
F. Ames of New York and Mrs. Madeline 
Janney, formerly Miss Madeline McKis- 
sick of ‘this city, widow of Lieut, Clar- 
ence M. Janney, who shot and killed 
himself in Manila about a year ago, were 
married in Sacramento secretly on June)6 
at the residence of R. T. McKissick, an 
attorney, the néws transpired to-day. 

Lieut. Janney, an officer under Col. 
Ames, with headquarters in Manila, shot 
himself through the head in the presetice 
of. his wife-and the colonel one night at 
the dinner table after the discovery that 
Mrs. Janney had presented to Col. Ames 
a champagne’ cooler belonging to Janney. 

After the suicide Col. Ames was exoner- 
ated by a court-martial. 


Lieut. Janney shot himself with a re- 
volver in the quarters of Col. Ames at 
Fort William McKinley in the Philippines 
on March 18, 1910. Janney was a native 
of Virginia, who had enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the Sixteenth Infantry, and had 
been. promoted to a Second Lieutenancy 
in the Twelfth Infantry, Col. Ames’s regi- 
ment, on Feb, 28, 1907. 

While he was stationed at Governors 
Island Janney acquired the reputation 
of being an odd, retiring man. He got 
imto trouble over certain Quartermaster’'s 
reports he was supposed to fill up, and 
also for not preparing properly court- 
martial cases, of which he had been ap- 
pointed Judge -Advocate. Finally, on 
Dec. 18, 1900, he was court-martialed 
and found guilty. For this he was con- 
fined to Governors Island and severely 
fined. 

He had already come into the limelight 
t} by his hurried marriage to a widow, who 
had dropped. her dead husband's name, 
Brugierre, and called herself by her 
maiden name, Miss Madeline McKissick. 
She hailed from Memphis, Tenn, and 
the couple/were married at the City Hall 
in Jersey City on Aug. 27, 1908, by Jus- 
tice Lehane. 

Mrs. Janney accompanied her husband 
to the Philippines, and on the evening of 
March 13, 1910, dined with him at the 
quarters of Col. Ames. The only other 
person present was Capt. Willian 4H.

FIREMEN PUT OUT 
“HIGHEST FIRE YET 


Quickly Extinguish a Blaze on thi 


Twenty-fifth Floor of the New 
Municipal Building. 


DREW ON THE STANDPIPES

Engine Crews Taken Up in an. Ele- 


vator and Fire Hose Was Soon

“The highest blaze ever fought by the 
Fire -Department, according to’ Acting 
Deputy Chief Thomas J. Hayes, was dis- 
covered early last evening on the twenty- 
fifth floor of the new Municipal Building; 
now in course of construction at Park 
Row, Duane and Centte Streets. The fire 
Started in a pile of lumber in the south 
wing near the Park Row side, which had 
been. placed on the twenty-fifth floor. The 
blaze, which is thought to have originated 
from a heated rivet, wus first discovered 
by men on the fireboat George B. McCilel- 
lan, docked at the foot of Washington 
Street, Brooklyn. 

Fire Headquarters was notifiell and fire- 
men from Engine Company 12 in William 
Street were sent to the building. A man 
crossing the Brooklyn Bridge had also 
seen the fire and Bartholomew Clancey, 
night watchman inthe building, was 
notified. The firemen; Clancey and 
Sergeant Stapleton and Patrolman Ken- 
nedy of the. Elizabeth Street Station 
ascended .tv the twentieth. floor in an 
elevator and climbed. stairways to the 

wenty-fifth floor, where they found a 
large pile of planking in flames. As they 
hurried down an alarm was turned in 
from a box at New Bowery and New 
Chambers Street ‘by some unknown per- 
son who had secn the fire from five blocks 
away. Four engines and two truck com- 
panies responded in charge of Acting 
Deputy Chief Hayes and Battalion Chief 
Walsn.

He declared that 
the findings on neither charge met with 
his approval, and were only confirmed 
to prevent Ames escaping from all pun- 
ishment.

Governor's Measure . Advanced 
Without a Partisan Division.

ALBANY, June 28.—An important: step 
toward the conservation of the natural 
resources’ of the State was taken to-day 
when the Senate -passed Senator Wag- 
ner‘s bill creating a State conservation 
commission of three members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, at an annual sal- 
The measure was 
advanced without a partisan division and 
was opposed only as to detail. By -the 
Wagner bill the State Forest, Fish, and 
Game Commission, the State Water Sup- 
ply Commission, the Forest Purchasing 
Board, ‘and the Commission of Water 
Power on the Black River are consoll- 
dated. 

The new department is to be divided 
into’ tlireé divisions, one of which will 
include tree culture and the care and 
managément of the forests, State. parks, 
and reservations. Another division will 
exercise’ jurisdiction over water storage 
and supply, river improvements, public 
draihage and navigation, except on the 
canals. The third division will be charged 
with the duties now assumed by the For- 
est, Fish,.and Game Commission in rela- 
tion to fish and game, including shell 
fish. 

Aside from the unification of two im- 
portant State departments and two sub- 
ordinate bureaus, interest is focused on 
the provisions in relation to the develop- 
ment “of the State’s water power, Au- 
thority to make grants of power on Cana- 
lized streams to municipalities or private 
individuals is. conferred upon the new 
commission. This applies to the surplus 
waters, the availability of which is to be 
certified by the State Superintendent of 
Public Works. 

These power grants are*to be made for 
terms not exceeding fifty years at a rate 
to be fixed by the commission. This fea- 
ture of the bill was vigorously attacked 
*®y Senator Hinman, (Republican,) who

DENIES MORSE’S PLEA. 


No Rellef from Sentence by Habeas 
Corpus, Says Judge—Morse to Appeal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, Ga, June 2%—Uniess . the 
United States Circuit Court differs from 
Judge Newman, Charles" W. Morse, the 
convicted banker, will get no relief by 
habeas corpus proceédings from. serving 
his fifteen-year sentence in the Federa! 
Penitentiary in Atlanta. 

United States Judge Newman to-ddy de- 
nied the petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, and Reuben Arnold, attorney for Mr. 
Morse, at once gave notice Ahat he would 


submit the case to the Circuit Court. Mr. ;1 


‘Arnold insisted that the sentence was 
void in its entirety and that even if this 
was not held to be so the excess over ten 
years was illegal, and that Mr. Morse had 
a right to know his exact status. 

Judge Newman agreed that Morse 
should Know his status, but said the ques- 
tion was whether or not the method em- 
ployed was the proper one. Mr. Arnold 
pointed out that if the 15-year sentence 
"as good Morse’s time would expire in 
seven .and one-half years, with time off 
for good behavior. If the sentence was 
only ‘for ten’ years he would be released in 
three yeafs and some months ‘more, and 
in five years he~ would be eligible for a 
parole. For this reason Mr. Arnold in- 
sisted that the court should decide just 
how Morse is to be held. 

In discussing the question of hard labor, 
Judge Newman said if he had to decide 
it he would say it was legal to send 
Morse to the Atlanta Penitentiary. The 
most .which -could . be accomplished 
through the court would be to have the 
Attorney General designate some other 
prison where Morse could be confined. 
The Judge was satisfied that no relief 
could be granted under a writ of habéas 
corpus.

JOINS THE RECRUITS’ SCHOOL 


only Two Others In: the Department, 
both Holdovers from Brooklyn - 
Under Consolidation. 


A negto, the first ever appointed to the 
New York police force, began his duties 
yesterday. There have been two negro 
bluecoats in Brooklyn, who’ were 
into the metropolitan force at the time of 
consolidation and are still serving. But 
Samue: J. Battle, 28 years old, of 27 West 
136th : Street, is the first megro to be 
made a policeman since the merger. 

Battle did not get his place without 

considerable delay. He passed the men- 
tal examination prescribed for patrolmen 
by the Civil Service Co nm in June, 
1910, with a percentage tly above 84, 
taking 199th rank out of a roll of 638 
names. Previous to this the Civil Serv- 
ice surgeons had passed him as physically 
fit. In September he was called to Police 
Headquarters and examined by depart- 
Ment surgeons. A few weeks later he 
saw in one of the civil service journals 
that he had been rejected by these sur- 
eons. 
' This was at the beginning of Cropsey’s 
Commissionership: A letter was sent to 
the Mayor by negroes, making no _com- 
plaint about Battle's beifig passed over, 
but asking that the Mayor grant another 
examination by the police surgeons. In 
reply the. Mayor wrote that the applica- 
tion would be looked into: Then came 
Commissioner Cropsey’s difficulties with 
James Creelman of the Civil Service 
Commission over the appointment of pa- 
troilmen not sanctioned by the commis- 
sion, and the Commissioner’s forced res- 
ignation. 

Last week Battle was called before the 
civil service surgeons gnd again passed. 
On. Monday he was sent for and exam- 
ined in the Chief Surgeon's office at 
Police Headquarters. He was declared 
physically fit, the only reservation being 
a suggestion of a “murmuring heart.” It 
Was on this that Commissioner Cropsey 
rejected a patrolman who was_ afterward 
reappointed, * 

Battle has remarkable physical develop- 
ment. He is 6 feet 2 inches in height, and 
weighs 285 pounds. He.said last night 
that he had never been ill a day in his 
life. 


“I have been working from 7 in the 
morning until 7 at night,” he said, “in 
the Grand Central Station as assistant 
chief of the. atendant’s force. I want- 
ed to be a policeman, because™I thought 
I could pass the examination, and it 
would be a permanent place in which I 
could support my wife and family with- 
out worry. I received a common school 
education at Newbern, N. C., where I was 


born. My study for the civil service ex- 
amination was done at home, and I often 
fell asleep in a chair over my books when 
I had come in from a hard day’s work. 

* When I first talked about becoming 
a policeman oe! frie and some _.that 
were not friends, said it was ridiculous: 
that I could never be appointed because 
of my color.. But I said that what one 
man could do another could, and was 
not willing to admit. any inferiority. I 
have stuck to it and got the appointment 
on my.merits. _I don’t owe it to any po- 
ith influence, nor has it cost me a cent

Mr. Abraham. was born sixty-seven 
years ago in old -New York, and “was a 
son of Judah Abraham, a Bavarian meér- 
chant, who came to this country some 
years before the birth of the som As a 
boy Abraham Abraham obtained, employ- 
ment in a dry goods store in Newark. 
He was rapidly promoted, and in 1865 
embarked in business_for himself in Ful- 
ten, near Johnson Street; Brookl:n, then 
the shopp'ng centre of that borou He 
formed a paftnership with Joseph Wechs. 
ler, ard the firm of Wechster & ‘Abraham 
soon became well known in Brooklyn. In 
1858 tne house moved up Fulton Street to 
the present location.  —. 

Mr. Abraham was a pioneer in the de- 
velopment of the present big shopving 
district of Brooklyn. After the retirament 
of r. Wechsler, in 1883. the firm was 
reorganised, Nathan . Straus,  Isadort 
Straus, and Simon F. Rothschild enter- 
ing, and the house becoming Abraham & 
Straus. The establishment now one of 
the largest in the country, the buildings 
Occupied by the business covering abvut 
seven.acres of land. This great enter- 
prise is looked upon as a. monument of 
the genius of Abraham Abraham, and as 
incicating what was the impor‘ance of 
the man tn commercial Brooklyn.
